1 Claims 29,31 are rejected under 35 I .S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kurosaki 
et al (6,104,462). 

I he patent discloses a stagger type display switch in figure 3 with all the claimed elements 
including a gate wire (11) on a substrate, a gate insulation layer ( 12) on the wire, a semiconductor 
pattern (I 1 )) and ohmie contact regions respectively on the gate insulation layer, a data wire or 
source electrode ( 1 o) and a color filter (7) with a contact hole that places the pixel electrode (Ni 
to form contact with the drain electrode (IS). 

As for claim 31. the passivation layer (22) covers the bottom part of the color filter (7) m 
l;gurc r. belore the formation of the filter t~\i.

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Claim 30 is rejected under 35 I'.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kurosaki et al 
(0,104,462) in view of Fujioka et ai (6,124,917). 

I he primary reference is silent about the manufacturing method of the color filters. 
I lo\\e\ er. Fujioka discloses a screen printing applied color filters lor the LCI) matrix, fherelore it 
would ha\e been oh\ ions for one skilled m the art to use the method since it is one of the most 
basic and common way of making color filters. 

: Claims 32-33 are rejected under 35 I'.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kurosaki et al in view of Kim (6,30,152). 

I he primary reference may be silent about the passivation material but Kim clearly 
discloses an organic insulation lor passivation display switches fherelore. it would ha\e been 
obvious to one skilled in the art to use such a material since it provides a reliable protection to 
act i \ e s\\ itches. 

As lor claim 33 the structure of Kurosaki is patterned to form a contact hole through the 
pa^:\ at ion layer and the <:o\ov lllter ( see figure 5 ). 

Claims 35-36,46-48 are rejected under 35 I'.S.C. 103(a) as beino unpatentable over 
Kurosaki et al in view of Hong et al (6,130,443). 

I he priman reference is silent about a photosensiti\ e conducing material for the data and 
gate lino, houexer. 1 long discloses such materials ( IT( ) > for the claimed elements. Therefore, it 
uould haw been ob\ ious to one skilled in the art to use light >ensiti\e materials as conductors 
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M,,cc mory cunvnt can K ' optical l> ^'nerated in the materials therein enhancing line conductance 
As a prchmmarx mater, light scnsime material is interpreted a, am material that reacts to optical 
cncrg\. In this pretext, a doped silicon or even an aluminum metal can be calegori/cd as such 
since silicon is sensitive to radiation and aluminum is also sensitive to light and reacts In relleetin 

it. 

As for claim 47. ligmv 5 ofKurosaki shows the claimed arrangement. 
As for claim 48. both the passivation and the color filter of the primary reference are 
photosensiti\ e. 

Claims 34,37-45,49 arc objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allow able if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1-12 are allow ed.
